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1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: The features identified as "13" and "25" don't appear to have been 
described. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action.

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It isn't clear how applicant considers the claims to be directed to a method, as 
there don't appear to be any method stops set forth in the claims. Therefore the claims 
will be treated as though they are directed to the handbag arrangement being claimed. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over McCreery '248 in view of Guy '107, 1 
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The use of detachable straps with spring clips of the type claimed is common in 
handbags shown by McCreery at 25. Note the handle rings. McCreery also teaches 
the provision of a decoration 26 received around the bag 12. To have optionally

provided the bag with ring at the center of the front for receiving an item would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Guy as shown in Figure 1 . 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of either Goldberg '326 or 
Nash '335. 

To have provided the handbag with a plurality of rings for receiving a plurality of 
decorations would have been obvious in view of the teaching by either Nash at 39 or 
Goldberg at 68. 

6. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Toledano '618.

To have optionally formed the rings members within a side surface for receiving a 
handle clip would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Toledano at 4. 

7. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 

* 

references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Krulik '574. 

To have alternately secured the handle ring to a flap, insofar as one is clearly 
shown, would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Krulik at 49. 

8. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Gerder '203. 
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To the extent that any jewel is clearly shown in the drawings, the sue of such is 
known in handbags as taught by Gerder. To have provided such a decorative features 
with the handbag attachments would have been obvious in view of such teaching by 
Gerder in column 3. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mobil shows the provision of attachment rings at various 
locations on a bag. Hazan,.Cauley, Katz, Goertz, Bloom et al, Landis, Davis et al, 
Fulton and Latona show various decorative attachments. Moss, Reiss and Anderson 
show detachable handles. Gordon shows a handle attachment.
